Medicare, so far, i3 paying for the dialysis, which comes to more than 
ti^OOO a month* The ripoff at the nursing home, where I did not liave to be 

at all and which would not discharge me, so I discharged myself, began with

But it was a|lraud and I'm hoping to get some interest in tliat* What we liave to 
pay foj/remains much, so your generosity is much appreciated* We are fortunate 
to have a fine woman who is with fj.1 when I'm in dialysis and tho treats Lil 
as though she were Lil's daughter* A real blessing!
